Five hundred of the dead lie in their 
late homes, shrouded and encased for 
burial. A few funerals took place to- 
day but the great bulk of the dead 
will go-to their iast resting place to- 
morrow and Sunday. 


The stricken district is swathed in 


black. The black, white and purple 
crepe on the doors of hundreds of 
houses denoting the presence in the 
buildings of the victims of the trag-

-stores have .been decorated with long 
wide streamers of black 
indicating

It is be- 
lieved, however, that this is an exag- 
geration and that when the story is 
all told, "the dead will be found to 
number about 800. 


The men to whom has bec-n assigned

Killed by Tornado in Cuba 


While Many are 


Missing. 


Havana, Cuba, June 11.—In the vi- 


cinity of Santiago the worst storm of 
a decade began Friday and terminated 
Monday night in 14 inches of rain, 
which fell in five hours, accompanied 
by a hurricane. 


The lower village of El Cobire has 


been destroyed. 


Forty-five persons are kaown to be 


dead and scores are missing. Bodies 
are floating in the Cobre river. Twen- 
ty bodies have been recovered by 
toats patrolling the bay. 


All the bridges on the Cobre rail- 


load are out and many bridges have 
been lost on the Cuba railroad. 


A train which left Havana Saturday 


is held between washouts forty miles 
inland. 


A relief train bringing mail 
and 


passengers was wrecked at Moron.

injured. The passengers are safe.

the Daughters of the Confederacy, but 
the veterans are firmly opposed to any 
change.

A new. problem confronts the rail- 


roads operating in this territory, White 
the passenger traffic managers of all 
the big lines have made what they con- 
sidered ample provision for the trans- 
portation of large numbers of people 
to and from St. Liouis, they did ?iot 
take into consideration the possibility 


1 of such an influx of eastbouncl special 
rate to St. Louis from. PaciJic coast 
cities, and points intermediate between 
the coast and the Mississippi valley 
have induced many thousands of well- 
to-do people to turn their steps east- 
ward.

Doyle, in his lifetime, owned and lived 
in his property on North Fourth street, 
which fell to the widow after his death, 
the parties having no children. 
Mrs. 


Doyle died some years ago, leaving the 


1 place to her mother, who has since 
died, having assigned the iudgment to 
D. C. Grubb, of Butler. A banker of 
Butler was 
appointed 
administrator 


after the death of Mrs. Doyle and the 
case has been in the courts about four- 
teen years. Mrs. Doylo was entitled to 
the insurance from the Baltimore and 
Ohio Relief association, but resorted to 
the courts for damages for negligence. 
A point in the case was, having accept- 
ed the insurance, whether a suit for 
damages 
could be maintained. 
The 


court held that Mr. Doyle was a fellow 
servant to the operator, and in that 
case the company was not liable. The 
parties interested, or relatives, have 
long since passed to the other world, 
only the assignee being the chief party 
interested.
